It came th- 
my Heart, and I found ſuch a Meaſure of Happineſs, 
as I never had done before. But having none to 


ftrengthen my Hands or build me up, it gradually 
died away. rnd 


2. After this, a Clergyman having been at Prayers, 
a Gentlewoman aſked me, How I liked him ? I ſaid, 
« Very well: He has had a liberal Education, and 
ſpeaks in a graceful' Manner.” She ſaid, © But Man 
cannot reach the Heart, Did you ever hear the ſmall 
ſtill Voice, whiſpering Peace to your Soul?“ I felt 


ſomething of Prejudice riſe at the Queſtion, and re- 
plied, ** I have lived a good Life. I have done no 
harm, and I do not omit my Duty. I go to Church 
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every Day.” She ſaid, I am ſorry you have got no 
further.” I was ſurprized at her Impertinence, and 
roſe up to go away. She intreated me to ſtay a little, 
ſaying, © I have but another Word to ſpeak.
